Bookselling School at Columbia 


New Summer Course with Fifteen Days of Theory and Observation 
Has Proved a Success 


How the Course Was Conducted 


N one of the big classrooms of the School 
of Business of Columbia University, in 
the busy days of the summer session, a 
group of thirty students from all parts of 
the country met for the first university 
summer course in bookselling. ‘The plan 
was part of the broad program projected 
by the new School of Library Service of 
Columbia and now developing under Dr. 
C. C. Williamson. The group met con- 
tinuously five days a week from July 11th 
to July 29th. 
The course was described in the 
Columbia Summer School Catalog as fol- 
lows: 


Courses in Retail Bookselling— 

“These are practical courses for book- 
sellers or those planning to enter book- 
selling in any of its branches. Three hours 
of lectures each morning will be followed 
by afternoon visits of observation to es- 
tablishments representing the various 
aspects of the booktrade, printing houses, 
publishing offices, wholesale houses and 
bookshops of various kinds. 

“From 8:30 to 9:55 daily a course in 
books from the booktradé point of view 
by Sarah B. Ball. Miss Ball graduated 
from the Pratt Institute of Library 
Science in 1902, was connected for seven 
years with the business branch of the 
Newark Public Library and a few years 
ago started the business of Ball & Wilde, 


booksellers, at 30 Broad Street, New York. 
Her course is described as follows: 

“Book knowledge needed by the book- 
seller: Supplements and diversifies the in- 
formation gained by his general reading 
and earlier courses in literature. The 
bookseller must think in terms of subject 
classification, of editions and publishers 
and prices. He must know how to evaluate 
books for his market, what editions to order 
and what are their selling points. He 
must know autobiographies from Cellini to 
Adams, anthologies from Palgrave to 
Untermeyer, travelers from Marco Polo to 
Beebe—the merits of each, the editions, pub- 
lishers and prices. Actual problems will 
be assigned and brought in for class dis- 
cussion.” 


Second Series of Lectures 


Practical Aspects on Bookselling—io to 

11:30 

These are conducted by Frederic 
Melcher of the Publishers’ Weekly, who 
was for twenty-three years in practical re- 
tail bookselling in Boston and in In- 
dianapolis. The lecture course as out- 
lined for his series was divided as. follows:

An extensive bibliography of booktrade 
literature was prepared by Mr. Melcher 
and given to each student, and the Colum- 
bia library made these books available. In 
Miss Ball’s course the pamphlet on Book- 
Trade Tools by the H. W. Wilson Co. 
was required; and in the course by Mr. 
Melcher all were required to read and 
study the important pamphlets issued by 
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the Publishers’ Association, supplied gratis, 
including “The Successful Bookshop,” 
“Bookshop Accounts and Records,” “De- 
veloping a Mail Order Business,” “The 
Rental Library.” The students also pur- 
chased for their study and frequent refer- 
ence “Elements of Retailing” by Ruth 
Leigh (Appleton), “Bookman’s Glossary” 
by John A. Holden, *““The Printed Book” 
by H. G. Aldis and “The Truth about 
Publishing” by Stanley Unwin, ‘“Book- 
store Advertising and Publicity” by John 
T. Hotchkiss. Special lectures were given 
by Miss Humble on seasonal selling and 
by Franklin Spier on bookmaking. 


As this was the first year for the plan- 
ning of such a course, its sponsors were 
especially interested in the registrations, 
and those who gave the lectures were par- 
ticularly pleased with the results. The 
sessions proved to be extremely stimulating 
as the result of having a group who were 
really interested in the subject and who 
brought to the class alert interest and 
varied experiences. 


The geographical representation alone 
was significant of the importance of such 
a course. While about half of the stu- 
dents came from within the vicinity of New 
York, there were students present from 
Bakersfield and Pasadena (Cal.), Chicago 
(Ill.), Sarasota (Fla.), Greensboro (N. 
C.), Spartanburg (S. C.), Birmingham 
(Ala), Reading (Pa.), Racine (Wis.), 
New Haven (Conn.), Detroit (Mich.), 
Cleveland (O.), Pittsburgh (Pa.), and 
Baltimore (Md.) ‘Two-thirds of the class 
were college graduates and all had excellent 
background for booktrade connections. 
Six of the students had library school 
training and four intended to use the train- 
ing for a continuation of library work, 
believing that this knowledge of handling 
books from another point of view would be 
valuable. Half of the students had already 
been in the book business, either as em- 
ployees or as owners of small shops and 
were looking for information to increase 
their effectiveness in the field. Seven came 
to the courses with other backgrounds and 
were planning to go into retail bookselling. 
This variety of training and of background 
made the discussions especially valuable, 
and the informal interchange of experience 
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A not very flattering picture of the class with Dr. Williamson, Miss Ball 
and Mr. Melcher standing 


among the students as well as in confer- 
ences with the teachers was stimulating. 

The New York booktrade showed great 
interest in this experiment and wherever 
the students went they were most hos- 
pitably received and given careful instruc- 
tion about the function of each institution. 
The variety of business which is available 
for study in a city like New York makes 
such opportunities particularly helpful. 

By the success of this course the gradual 
progress of the American booktrade to- 
ward ways of systematic training has taken 
another step forward. Beginning with 
the early experiments of the New York 
Booksellers’ League many years ago, thru 
the training classes of Miss Graham of 
Philadelphia and her lectures at the New 
York Public Library, the trade has grad- 
ually pieced together experimental work 
and in the last two years has. seen rapidly 
growing results. "The Simmons College 
Library School has for two years offered 
its library students systematic training in 
bookselling; the College of the City of 
New York has had two successful evening 
courses; in Pittsburgh last winter an ad- 


mirable course was conducted by coopera- 
tion between the university and local book- 
sellers. The program of the Vocational 
Bureau at Washington for store training of 
employees is progressing and material will 
be available next year. Both the Book- 
sellers’ Association and the Publishers’ 
Association have maintained committees on 
bookselling education, thoroly believing in 
the importance of the movement and ready 
to throw the weight of their efforts into 
any constructive program. At the last two 
Booksellers’ Conventions, especially, the 
subject has been to the front and everyone 
has felt that with the new era of book- 
trade activity the booksellers of America 
were prepared to help train the next genera- 
tion of booksellers. 

The summer school plan such as Colum- 
bia has started has many virtues. Its inten- 
sive day after day course gets more concen- 
trated attention from the student than 
weekly evening courses can achieve. The 
short period of three weeks enables book- 
sellers at a distance to take time away from 
their own affairs to come a long distance for 


the purpose. 
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Il. 
Columbia and Its Program for the Book 
Dr. Charles C. Williamson 


Director of the School of Library Service, Columbia 


HE courses designed especially for 

booksellers which have been given in 

the present Summer Session at Co- 
lumbia University are a recognition of the 
fact that the booktrade and libraries have 
much in common in the way of bibliograph- 
ical information, a knowledge of the prob- 
lems of book production, and an under- 
standing of the reading habits of various 
classes of the population. The administra- 
tion of the School of Library Service be- 
lieves that it will be to the advantage of 
both the booktrade and library service to 
cultivate this common ground more in- 
tensely and in a cooperative way. 

Much of the training, heretofore avail- 
able only to librarians, can be made of the 
greatest benefit to booksellers, while libra- 
rians can profit by a more intimate knowl- 
edge of the methods and problems of the 
booktrade. It is for this reason that the 
School of Library Service of Columbia Uni- 
versity, which was opened to students in 


September, 1926, is charged by the statutes 
of the University with the responsibility of 
furnishing “technical and professional in- 
struction in bibliography, the production, 
distribution and use of books, library meth- 
ods, and the organization and administra- 
tion of libraries and book collections of 
various types. 

Courses offered specifically for libraries 
include the making of the printed book, the 
history of the printing trade, bibliography, 
and the history and organization of the 
booktrade. These and many other courses 
offered in the School of Library Service 
would be of much practical value to book- 
sellers, while the courses on booktrade bib- 
liography and the practical aspects of the 
commercial distribution of books could be 
pursued with profit by most librarians. 
Courses such as have been given this sum- 
mer will become a regular feature of the 
curriculum of the School if there is sufh- 
cient demand for them, 


III. 
Planning a Book Selection Course for Booksellers 


Sarah B. Ball 
Ball § Wilde, New York, Instructor at Columbia Summer School 


HEN I divorced myself from the 
library profession, after years of 
interesting work under John Cotton 
Dana in the Newark Free Public Library, 
and espoused, so to speak, the bookselling 
profession, my first shock was to discover 
how little I knew about publishers and how 
essential that knowledge is in a bookshop. 
To think of books primarily by author is 
the literary attitude. It matters not what 
Mencken, Cabell, or Wells write about, 
the author interest is the focal point. 
To think of books primarily by subject 
is the scientific, scholarly, and the library 
attitude. An unknown author expounding 


a new theory of evolution or adding to our 
knowledge of Shakespeare has an immediate 
audience. 

The bookseller combines these two atti- 
tudes, but back of that must be an under- 
standing of publishers’ lines, or the book- 
seller is hampered at every step. The book 
selection course was therefore planned to 
place the emphasis on publishers, with au- 
thor and subject as of secondary importance. 

Over forty of the leading publishers 
whose sales are largely thru the bookshops, 
and The Baker & Taylor Co. very gener- 
ously cooperated in carrying thru the idea. 
The plan of presentation was as follows, for 
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each publisher—1. A distribution of his 
trade list. 2. Brief characterization of line 
with some comment on historical back- 
ground when it helped to visualize the 
stock (i.e., Appleton, Oxford, Macmillan, 
Longmans, Harper, etc.). 3. Rapid survey 
of the trade list with attention called to 
outstanding authors and books of special 
value, from the booktrade point of view. 

To pack into one’s mind forty-odd pub- 
lishers’ lines from the catalogs alone would 
surely have resulted in mental indigestion. 
To offset this each publisher very gener- 
ously sent samples of characteristic books 
which were held up for display when noted 
in the trade list. These books were after- 
wards on exhibition in the Industrial Rela- 
tions Library where a closer inspection was 
possible. 

In order to give point and purpose to the 
course each member of the class was asked 
to visualize some imaginary bookshop and 
check the catalogs with the idea of buying 
initial stock for that store. As bookstores 
are greatly affected by local conditions, the 
class was warned against imitative buying, 
and an effort was made to characterize cer- 
tain lines as typical of certain types of 
stores, with a wide range of choice left to 
the buyer. In very few instances were any 
individual books designated as essential. 

In order to reproduce actual bookshop 
conditions of buying forthcoming publica- 
tions, Mr. Scott of Macmillan’s, and Mr. 
Rubinow of A. & C. Boni, kindly consented 
to present a few new books to the class for 
consideration. A schedule of the primary 
factors which enter into the evaluations of 
a book, from the bookseller’s point of view, 
was drawn up on the blackboard, and as 
the salesman gave his sales talk the class 
decided whether these factors would have a 
plus or minus effect on the probable sale of 
the book. 

The major divisions of this schedule were 
as follows: 


1. Advertising plan of the publisher 
2. Probable sale as affected by author 
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3. Probable sale as affected by subject 

4. Range of class interest (limited, in- 
definite, universal) 

. Physical characteristics 

‘ Probable duration of sale (ephemeral, 
indefinite, permanent) 

. Sale affected by local conditions 


(price, prejudice, psychological fac- 
tors)

The actual analysis of a number of books 
by this schedule, on widely differing sub- 
jects, brought out some interesting illus- 
trations of judgment being unduly affected 
by some minor matter. It gave a singularly 
clear understanding of sales possibilities and 
sales liabilities of a forthcoming book. 

On the first day of the course the bibli- 
ographical background of publishing was 
given by means of a large chart.* Begin- 
ning with the manuscript which the author 
sells to the publisher, the activities of pre- 
publication promotion and post publication 
promotion were presented in three main 
divisions: 

1. To the publisher 

2. To the trade 

3. Cooperative 


The chronological sequence of the biblio- 
graphical records was shown, emerging 
finally in “Out of Print.” Here the chart 
again divided and showed the major divi- 
sions of “Rare’ and “Not Rare’—the 
“Rare” division being humorously desig- 
nated as “Immortality” and the “Not 
Rare” division, with its inevitable junking 
of at least the physical properties of a book, 
as “Death.” Over eighty divisions were 
used, and the chart bore the title of “Birth, 
Life History, Death and Immortality of a 
Book from the Booksellers’ Point of View.” 
No attempt was made to indicate the in- 
tricate procedure that is the publisher’s 
chief concern, which lies between “Manu- 
script” and “Published,” except for the 
promotion program.

It is titled 
“The American Caravan” and sub-titled 
“A Yearbook of American Literature,” and 
is a volume of 850 pages of new and hither- 
to undiscovered literary treasures by what 
seems an endless list of celebrities. The 
editors are Van Wyck Brooks, Alfred 
Kreymborg, Lewis Mumford and Paul 
Rosenfeld. There are stories by Ernest 
Hemingway, Lyle Saxon, Elizabeth 
Madox Roberts, Robert Hillyer, plays by 
Eugene O’Neill, Paul Green, Michael 
Gold, poetry by William Ellery Leonard, 
Isidore Schneider, Hart Crane, Raymond 
Holden, Archibald MacLeish and so ad 
infinitum. 

Irvin Cobb, having won what is known 
as great world fame as a writer of short 
stories has now turned his attention to 
novels. His first full-length story, “‘Chiv- 
alry Peak,” will be published shortly by 
Cosmopolitan, *& & & Temple Bailey’s 
new book, “Wallflowers,” will be issued by 
the Penn Publishing Company on August 
27th. Her last book, “The Blub Win- 
dow,” gained a place on the list of best 
sellers and successfully held it for some 
months. & Valentine Williams has 
just startled the literary world by placing 
Charles Dickens and Dumas at the head of 
a list of the six greatest mystery-story 
writers of all time. “If it be objected,” he 


explains, “that the inclusion of Dickens and

Dumas is too wide a choice I will substitute 
Miss Braddon and Mrs. Henry Wood.” 
He completed his list with Poe, Wilkie 
Collins, Gaboriau and Conan Doyle. Mr. 
Williams is the author of “The Red 
Mass,” “Clubfoot the Avenger,” ““The Eye 
in Attendance,” and other mystery stories 
published by Houghton, Mifflin. * * & 

Emanie Sachs, author of “Red Damask” 
and ““Talk” has been gathering material for 
a biography of Victoria Claflhn Woodhull 
Martin which Harper has announced for 
early publication. No heroine of any 
romance ever had a more adventurous 
career than this unvictorian Victoria. In 
1870 she and her sister, Tennessee Claflin, 
were the lady brokers of Wall Street. Vic- 
toria was a candidate for the presidency of 
the United States in 1872. She is credited 
with having lit the tinder for the Beecher- 
Tilton scandal, she edited Woodhull and 
Claflin’s Weekly and Anthony Comstock 
sent her to jail for what was printed there. 
She worked for woman’s suffrage and 
marched for the Commune. She went to 
free love conventions and made speeches 
about economics and theories of govern- 
ment. There was a lady! On June tenth 
she died, the aged widow of a wealthy Eng- 
lish banker, respected and_ respectable. 
Miss Sach’s book has every reason to be 
interesting. 

Bennett Cerf tells us that Emil Jannings’ 
new picture ““The Way of All Flesh” has 
caused a large demand for that book in 
The Modern Library edition. ‘To one of 
the first of these demands, Mr. Cerf ob- 
jected conscientiously “But the book has no 
connection with the motion picture,” to 
which the bookseller responded satirically, 
“But they want the book.” Which, after 
all, was answer enough. The Modern 
Library has added nine new titles to its list

Romance of Leonardo da Vinci,’ Edgar 
Saltus’ ““The Imperial Orgy,” Renan’s 
“Life of Jesus’ for which John Haynes 
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Holmes has written an introduction, Nor- 
man Douglas’ “Old Calabria” and Zola’s 
“Nana.” The Modern Library has moved 
into its beautiful new quarters designed by 
Lucian Bernhard. But the description 
must wait until we have photographs to 


prove it’s as good as we say. ‘These have 
been promised. * & 
Colonel Lindbergh’s “We” has just 


come from Putnam’s. On the very morning 
when he started off on his present tour of 
the forty-eight states in his famous “Spirit 
of St. Louis” he put the final word to the 
book. ‘This tour offers booksellers every- 
where a wonderful opportunity to display 
the book. Putnam’s ought to find their 
window display contest a great suc- 
cess. The closing date of the contest has 
been postponed until October 15th. Put- 
nam’s tell us that from every city where 
Lindbergh has been on his tour, dealers are 
reordering copies of “We” in quantities 
which exceed their original orders. & % & 

“Sorrell and Son” is being made into a 
movie by Herbert Brennon, who has sailed 
for England to make the scenes there. It 
has long been an open secret that “The 
World’s Lovers” of the novel were our own 
Doug and Mary. ‘These stars have ad- 
mitted to Mr. Brennon that they are much 
impressed’ with the mind reading qualities 
of Mr. Deeping; “‘But,” objected Mary, 
“of course, that business about retiring in 
three years was just poetic license, or what- 
ever you call it. I suppose we are like 
prima dennas and ball players and prize 
fighters in that respect—we never want to 
quit.” “© 2 2 Into his new novel “Mean- 
while” published yesterday, H. G. Wells 
has also put real people.

The contest was held to 
secure a name for a series of scholarly yet 
readable books, designed to fill a need 
in adult education, and the winning title 
was chosen from more than a thousand, 
submitted by librarians in the United 
States, Canada, and England. This title 
was suggested by Sarah Greer, librarian 
of the National Institute of Public Admin- 
istration, who receives the prize of $100. 
Dr. Charles A. Beard will be chairman 
of the editorial board for the series. 
Some twenty volumes are now arranged 
for or in prospect. Among the earlier ones 
will be “The Living Constitution,” by 
Howard L. McBain; “Economic History 
of the United States,’ by Harold M. 
Faulkner; “Economic Institutions,” by 
Willard Thorpe; “Industrial Arbitration,” 
by George Soule; “Elements of World 
Politics,” by Parker T. Moon; “European 
Governments,” by Lindsay Rogers; 
“Wealth,” by Irving Fisher, and “Ameri- 
can Government,” by Charles A. Beard. 
The books will be issued at a moderate 
price, probably $1.50. 

The Book Club of California announces 
““The Gentle Cynic” as its new publication, 
the name which Morris Jastrow gives to 
his translation of the Book of Ecclesiastes. 
Grabhorn has done the printing. It was a 
book that he printed for the Club that 
took the gold medal last year at the Ameri- 
can Institute of Graphic Arts. % #* & 
Donnelley has printed the volume of “Hu- 
manistic Sermons” for The Open Court 
Publishing Co. It is a beautiful volume 
seemingly having the master touch of Wil- 
liam Kittredge. We have not often had 
sermons presented in the perfection of 
typography. 

Donald Bean of the University of 
Chicago Press has just been in town. He 
had with him some of his new fall books. 
As we waxed enthusiastic we were told 
that they had been designed by Robert O.

Plan for the Fall 
HEN bookstore aisles resound with 


the crescendo of fall business and 

the buying and promotion prob- 
lems press upon the bookstore manager, it 
is hard to find the time for strengthening 
the contacts with the other book-interested 
workers in the community even tho he 
realizes that such contacts can be of great- 
est importance in the development of the 
book consumption of the city. The time 
to make such contacts is in August and 
September before the machinery of city life 
gets to running too steadily. 

Those who are studying the trends of 
education and of book use see increasing 
importance in the emphasis which is now 
being laid on cooperation among those of 
the same community who have common 
interests. The bookseller needs to be ac- 
quainted with every outstanding personality 
in his city, those whose leadership is shaping 
the activity of the schools, churches, the 
clubs of men and of women and the broad 
civic programs. ‘The bookstore should have 
important relations with ai! of these and 
let the community feel that it is not merely 
concerned to supply merchandise but is con- 
cerned with the education of the city’s boys 
and girls, and the reading for pleasure and 
profit of both children and grownups.

HE Publishers’ Weekly is glad to 


chronicle in this issue another im- 

portant step forward on the long road 
to a thoro-going plan for American book- 
trade education. The plan which has been 
developed at Columbia Summer School un- 
der Dr. Williamson is for a short inten- 
sive course. The fact that it attracted 
students from all over the country indicates 
that there is demand for such a course and 
as these students brought with them alert 
interest and stimulating suggestions the 
course became an exchange for ideas and 
practical information. 


Live and Learn 


66 PF HAVE learned more about store 

equipment from studying the shops 

of other lines of business than I 
have from visiting other bookstores,” said a 
bookseller the other day. He was planning 
a new building and coveted for his store the 
reputation of being most efficient and ef- 
fective in equipment. 

Probably that was true. His senses 
were dulled to impressions from other book- 
stores. The merchandise displayed drew 
his attention back to book titles and book 
buying and away from his problem of the 
moment which was window design, wood 
finishing, lighting, etc. "There were re- 
cently equipped stores which would afford 
many suggestions for shelving plans, table 
measurements, etc. but it meant touring 
many cities to see all these, while he could 
see a score of good shops of other trades 
right in his own city. 

It is a good merchant who knows 
enough to absorb for his own bookselling 
purposes the best ideas of his neighbors, 
who keeps sensitized to new impressions 
(and to bad impressions) received in other 
shops and who can translate those impres- 
sions into bookselling terms in order that 
his own business may be the gainer. It is a 
good merchant, too, who picks out of the 
air the indications which the public lets 
fall in casual conversation of their criticism 
of stores and store service. It is this in- 
formation which enables him to make every 
improvement in equipment or service a 
move in the right direction. 
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Two Sermons a Day 


ARRY EMERSON FOSDICK in 

speaking before the Union Theo- 

logical Seminary declared that in 
his belief no minster should be called upon 
to prepare two sermons on Sunday. More 
quality and less quantity is what is needed 
he contended. 

It is because of similar views that many 
ministers have taken up the idea of book 
sermons on Sunday evening. This enables 
them to give interesting addresses without 
being called upon to supply the creative 
part of sermon construction. The book re- 
viewed gives them the theme and plan of 
approach and assures an appreciative audi- 
ence which has already found in the book 
something of interest. New novels as well 
as non-fiction on ‘timely topics, have been 
used by many clergymen who have not felt 
it necessary to confine themselves to reli- 
gious books in the strictest sense. 


Typographically Speaking 


S we watch week by week the book 
advertising which is appearing in 
the literary and trade papers we are 

repeatedly impressed with the originality 
and taste of the typographical lay-outs. 
Book advertising is commanding and re- 
ceiving unusual care from its sponsors and 
the results are becoming more and more 
evident. 

The ad man’s problem is not easy. A 
stream of books passes by his desk and the 
“copy” he prepares must be suitable to 
pages of varied shape surrounded by ma- 
terial of changing character. The general 
theme selected must be adaptable to various 
sizes of advertisements so that the first 
large announcements can be followed by 
repetitions in smaller spaces: so that the 
series obtains cumulative value, by a simi- 
larity which lingers in the reader’s eye. 

The ad man faces still another problem 
which arises from the fact that publishers 
need to get cumulative value for their im- 
print from all their advertising and there 
needs to be, if it is possible, a common 
quality in all their announcements. This 
is not always possible or practical and yet 
many advertisements can be easily picked 
out by their characteristic features. 
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Two things have greatly helped the ad 
designer. The improvement in available 
type faces and the development of hand 
lettering. The printers have in their com- 
posing rooms many times more type faces 
than they would have dreamed of stocking 
a decade ago and these faces are better. 
And at the call of any advertiser, there are 
competent designers of hand lettering who 
can make effective a heading for the space 
allotted. If there be those who are dis- 
couraged about the state of American pub- 
lishing, they will be cheered by looking 
over any week’s output of book announce- 
ments with an eye directed to their typo- 
graphical quality. 


French Plan of Extended Royalties 


BILL has been introduced into the 

French Chamber of Deputies which, 

while leaving the period of copyright 
royalties of fifty years after the death of the 
author, would provide that after that time 
the users of such rights should pay the gov- 
ernment the amount of 6%. This would be 
placed in a national fund for the develop- 
ment of arts and last for the fifty years fol- 
lowing. If any work proved worthy of re- 
printing after one hundred years after the 
death of the author all profits should go to 
the State. The main purpose of this bill is 
to provide a means of creating a fund for 
the encouragement of the arts. Monsieur 
Herriott consulted many writers and artists 
before introducing the bill but there has 
been, since its introduction, some opposition 
to the idea of the State’s owning literary 
property. 


Protests Pirated Edition 
ash English periodical Nature prints 


a letter from Professor Karl Pearson, 

of the University of London and au- 
thor of numerous books on evolution, pro- 
testing against the unauthorized reprinting 
in America of his ““Grammar of Science.” 
The work is out of print in England and 
in its last edition without revision, he 
writes, “is not a book such as I should wish 
to issue under my name; it is not abreast of 
the recent advances in physical science and 
epistemology.” 
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Figures in New York’s Printing 
Bill 


HE figures of the American manufac- 

tures which are now gathered every 

two years by the Bureau of Census 

have been fully compiled now for the year 
1925. The Merchants’ Association of New 
York has just released a separate study of 
that city’s production. Such a study indi- 
cates that New York City as a manufactur- 
ing center represents almost every type of 
production, certain products are especially 
centered here, notably clothing and printing. 
The table given below summarizes the 
printing and related industries showing a 
total prouction of $600,000,000, which 
does not include the large amount done in 
the neighboring cities such as Newark, 
Yonkers and on Long Island, etc. This is 
approximately 25% of the country’s total 


business and in the field of music printing 
and publishirlg, three-fifths of the entire 
production of the country. 

It would be of interest to the book world 
if the figures for job printing and publish- 
ing were not lumped nor the figures for 
book binding lumped with blank book bind- 
ing. Without this separation no real esti- 
mate can be made of the amount of manu- 
facturing in the book publishing field. The 
job printing total undoubtedly outranks 
book printing, probably by 6 to 1. 

Again these totals of printing are no in- 
dication of the amount of book publishing 
done in New York City, as so large a part 
of the books for New York publishers are 
manufactured outside of the city.

OR the fourth month “Elmer Gan- 


try” leads the list of best selling 

novels compiled by Books of the 
Month. It is doubtful, however, whether 
it will hold the lead for another month, 
for most of its votes came from bookstores 
in the midwest, south and far west. In 
the east, which usually shows the trend of 
popularity, two novels went far ahead of 
Sinclair Lewis’ book. ‘These were “Twi- 
light Sleep,” which has jumped from fifth 
place in May, to second in June, and 
“Marching On.” The latter book received 
more votes from eastern stores than any 
other novel. It is again in third place. 
“The Old Countess” has gone down from 
second to fourth place. At five is the only 
new title this month. It is ““Lost Ecstacy,” 
Mary Roberts Rinehart’s new story of 
western life, only published the middle of 
June. “The Immortal Marriage” has 
skipped from tenth to sixth place. “Sorrell 
and Son,” which was not on the list, last 
month, appears again at seven, followed by 
“Doomsday,” also by Warwick Deeping. 
“Brother Saul” and “Young Men in 
Love,” which end the list, have both gone 
down, the latter having slipped from fourth 
to last place. 


Two novels that are selling well and 
are probable candidates for the July list 
are “The Tavern Knight” by Sabatini and 
“Giants in the Earth” by Ole Rolvaag, an 
author new among best sellers. Another 
new name is that of E. H. Young, whose 
novel “William” had a small but enthu- 
siastic following last season, and whose 
new book, “The Malletts” has received a 
number of votes in the east, but has not 
yet reached enough popularity in other 
parts of the country to attain a place 
among the first ten. “The Case Book of 
Sherlock Holmes” by Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle is the only detective story to de- 
serve honorable mention as a best seller, in 
some time. “The Plutocrat” and ““The 
Magic Garden” are the only titles that are 
missing from this month’s list. 


“Revolt in the Desert” is again the best 
selling book of non-fiction. The only new 





title is a book published the last part of 
May, that has immediately jumped to sec- 
ond place. This is “The Glorious Adven- 
ture,’ in which Richard Halliburton tells 
of his present-day wanderings in the trail 
of Ulysses. His first travel book, “The 
Royal Road to Romance,” now in sixth 
place, seems to continue in undiminished 
popularity all over the country. The 
“question book” craze is apparently par- 
tially conquered by the heat wave, in the 
east. It is only the votes from the other 
sections of the country that gave “Ask Me 
Another,” Series 1 and 2, fifth place, three 
places lower than last month. At seven, 
is “Tristram.” Mr. Robinson’s long poem 
is having fine sales everywhere, enough to 
bring it up from ninth place, with the 
probability of an even higher place next 
month. Ever since its appearance this book 
has been ahead of the only other book in 
verse that has approached the best seller 
class. This is Edna St. Vincent Millay’s 
opera, “The King’s Henchman,” which 
just missed the first ten. ‘This is the first 
time in many months that neither “The 
Man Nobody Knows” nor “The Book 
Nobody Knows” have been best sellers.

A Visitor from Manila 


HE flow of American books and, thru 

them, the spread of American ideas 

into the Philippines, has been greatly 
facilitated by the steady growth of book 
sales in the islands. The Philippine Edu- 
cation Co., Inc., of which the president, 
Verne E. Miller, who has been on a visit to 
New York during the past month, has been 
the principal instrument in this develop- 
ment. Mr. Miller has been a resident of 
the Philippine Islands for twenty-five years, 
returning every three years to renew his 
contacts with American publishing and 
American educational interests. For the 
first six years of his residence there, he was 
connected with the Bureau of Education. 
He then established the book company, at 
first handling only educational material 
and an educational magazine called Philip- 
pine Education but gradually taking on the 
distribution of books of all kinds. 

There are something over a million chil- 
dren in the schools of the Philippines, all 
using English as their basic language and 
being taught by both American and native 
teachers along American methods. The 


Spanish language has been very largely re- 
placed and there is only a small sale of 
Spanish books on the islands. 

With the increased prosperity of the 
islands, there have been opportunities, also, 
for Mr. Miller to develop American sub- 
scription methods of distributing books, ‘and

he is the agent there for such works as the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, Compton’s Refer- 
ence Library, the Musical Libraries of the 
University Society, Webster’s International 
Dictionary and many other works, and has 
a corps of trained salesmen in ‘this field, 
with a Philippino director for a whole de- 
partment. 


Mr. Miller’s family has come with him 
on this trip and has been resting in New 
Hampshire while he has been visiting 
among New York friends. They will 
all return in September to Manila. 


A New Old Testament 


OR several years there has been increas- 

ing attention to the translation of the 
Scriptures, and apparently increased appre- 
ciation of what such new interpretations 
can add to the knowledge of the Bible 
both of the Old and New Testaments. 

Four years ago the University of Chicago 
printed Dr. Edgar J. Goodspeed’s transla- 
tion of the New Testament. The first of 
the new translations to come from an 
American scholar. At the same time the 
Riverside Bible presented Ballentine’s new 
translation, Dr. Moffatt’s had come from 
Doran, Weymouth’s from the Pilgrim 
Press and the Twentieth Century from 
Revell and Company. 

The University of Chicago has now fol- 
lowed its first project, which brought 
it so much credit, by a plan for the Old 
Testament, and for the past three years 
four well-known scholars have been at 
work on the néw version, taking advantage 
of the latest researches and texts. These 
scholars are Professor T. J. Meek, McGill 
University ; Le Roy Waterman, University 
of Michigan and Dr. J. M. Powis Smith of 
the University of Chicago. The guiding 
principle has been to follow the Massoretic 
text. The editor feels they must adhere to 
it as long as it makes satisfactory sense. 

In connection with its publication the 
University of Chicago has issued a separate 
and beautifully printed edition of the Song 
of Solomon which has been given a delight- 
ful typographic treatment and this limited 
edition of 500 numbered copies has been 
sent out to friends of the press and of the 
previous work.

They are 
to all intents and purposes lay-outs, draw- 
ings or decorations ready to receive the text 
of the advertisement and thé individual 
bookseller’s name and address. They will 
be made as attractive as possible and in 
most instances the drawings will be some- 
thing that can be tied up with news events, 
that is, with occurrences that are easily 
recognized by the general’ reader. ‘This 
mat service has attracted a great deal of 
attention, and many booksellers are eagerly 
subscribing to it. It starts in August and, 
as only the first applicant from each city 
will be eligible to receive it, it is essential 
that those who can use it write the execu- 
tive office at once. & & & The Clearing 
House is steadily growing in size and it 
looks as tho it would be but a short time 
before we have one hundred subscribers. 
The booksellers who are using it are unan- 
imous in their endorsement of the idea and 
in their recommendations of the good ser- 
vice that they are receiving. Thru the 
Center it is possible for a bookseller to 
save from one to four percent of his gross. 
This is no small item and the matter 
should be studied carefully by all retailers. 
A study of any individal shipping problem 





will be made by the executive office at the 
request of any bookseller, % & % The 
Consolidated Warehouse, too, is getting 
bigger. There are now four publishers, 
The John Day Company, The Macy- 
Masius Co., The William Morrow Co. 
and the Unicorn Press, whose books are 
being stocked at the Clearing House and 
shipped from that point. Their comments 
are flattering. ‘After two months and a 
half, from our point of view, the experi- 
ment has proved a decided success,” The 
William Morrow Co. ‘We can recom- 
mend your service to any publisher simi- 
larly situated, as the means toward sim- 
plifying the annoying problem of shipping 
from New York,’ Macy-Masius, Inc. 
“You have relieved us of the annoyance

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A Discount Reckoner 


which was prepared and printed in 

the Publishers Weekly a month 
ago, has now been made ready in permanent 
booklet form, with two-color printing, for 
the general accommodation of the trade. 
The tables have been printed on tough 
paper to stand wear and with the clearest 
possible typography and green underlining, 
so that the eye is carried quickly to the 
right figure. ‘The book prices covered are 
from 25c to $25 and the discounts from 
20% to 40%, ten in all. With such a 
table in the bookkeeping office of the pub- 
lisher, bills can be more quickly and more 
accurately figured; with it the traveling 
man can follow up the totals of his daily 
orders, and with it the bookseller can check 
the many bills that each day’s business 
brings to his desk. The Publishers’ Weekly 
hopes that it has added a little tool to the 
general equipment of the booktrade that 
will save many hours in the course of the 
year.

Brentano’s Lose Fifth Avenue 


Rights 


At the time that Brentano’s moved to 1 

West 47th Street they took an option 
from those who control the large plot at 
the corner of 47th Street separating them 
from Fifth Avenue, by which, when the 
corner was re-built, they would take a lease 
of a store which would connect them with 
Fifth Avenue at a point about three stores 
away from the corner and entering into 
the back of their big new store. Thru 
some misunderstanding the building which 
is a thirty-two story structure and on leased 
land has been started without completely 
closing the contract, and Brentano’s have 
endeavored thru court proceedings to se- 
cure the right to a part of the building con- 
necting them with Fifth Avenue to which 
they felt they were entitled. 

On July 18th the Supreme Court de- 
nied their application for an injunction on 
the grounds that they had not established 
a clear right to lease and since the build- 
ing was under way it would not be right 
to hinder the course of its construction 
pending suit. 
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Graphic Arts Exposition 


ARRY L. GAGE, member of the 

International Typographic Council, 
sailed July 19 for Europe, where he will 
complete plans made earlier this year by 
Edward E. Bartlett, chairman of the 
Council, for representative printing exhibits 
for the Fourth Educational Graphic Arts 
Exposition, to be held in Grand Central 
Palace, September 5 to 17. 


These exhibits will come from England, 
France, Germany and Italy. Many will be 
particularly interesting to advertisers and 
printers because of the daring use of colors 
in their design. 

Mr. Gage is well known in printing cir- 
cles. In 1913 he directed the establish- 
ment of the School of printing, Carnegie 
Institute of Technology where he contin- 
ued until 1919, when he joined the Bart- 
lett Orr Press and became assistant direc- 
tor of linotype typography. 

The forthcoming meeting of the Inter- 
national Typographic Council will be the 
first gathering of that body to be held in 
America, all previous meetings having 
taken place in Europe. 


One of the important contributing feat- 
ures by the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
will be an exhibit of “ornament in print- 
ing.’ The excellent available resources 
which this institution has for designers are 
not generally known. This display is under 
the direction of William Ivins, Jr., curator 
of the Print Department. In another sec- 
tion are to be shown some of the beautiful 
descriptive works and fine catalogues made 
for the museum by such printers as Up- 
dike, Rudge and Rogers. Supplementing 
these will be displays, placards, and labels 
which in themselves promise to be impor- 
tant showings of typography adapted to 
these special purposes.

William Sutherland 
of His Majesty’s 38th Regiment of Foot 
and of Richard Pope of the 47th Regi- 
ment.” ‘The first of these documents de- 
scribing the outbreak of war in Massachu- 
setts in the Revolution is the property of 
William L. Clements, and the second is a 
document written by a private or non- 
commissioned officer, the original of which 
is in the Henry E. Huntington Library. 
Mr. Clements and the late Mr. Hunting- 
ton, both honorary members of the club, 
kindly permitted the publication of these 
documents, which the club offers as a con- 
tribution of important source material for 
historical students. The book is edited 
with an introduction by Harold Murdock 
and has been produced under the supervi- 
sion of Bruce Rogers at the Harvard Uni- 
versity Press. 


"THE current catalog of Bernard Quar- 
itch, of London, is devoted to rare books 
on botany; agriculture, forestry, fruit- 
culture, gardens and gardening, herbals, 
and early and modern medicine and sur- 
gery, and tobacco. This catalog abounds 
in rare and valuable items. Among these, 
for instance, are such lots as a collection 
of 493 water color drawings of flowers, 
fruits and trees, 206 of the drawings signed 
by G. D. Ehret, 191 by J. Van Huysum, 
96 unsigned, 6 vols., royal folio, 1740-44, 
£500; and Jacquin’s “Selectarum Stirpium 
Americanarum Historia,” royal folio, 264 
colored drawings, Vienna, about 1780, 
£450. This last item, relating to Ameri- 
can botany, is of the highest interest and 
rarity. According to Sir Joseph Banks 
only 12 copies were executed. The King 
of Spain being too late in his application to 
subscribe was unable to procure a copy, 
though Jacquin wrote the most pressing 
letter to Dr. Salichetti, the Pope’s physi- 
clan, asking him to relinquish his copy. 


"THE tremendous rise in prices of much 


of the earlier Americana has had the 
tendency to make some of the younger col- 
lectors hesitate. But Dr. Rosenbach sees 
no reason for them to despair. He says: 
“Who knows but there are nuggets this 
very minute at your hand? Hidden only 
because you do not realize their potential 
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value! Things which are considered 
valueless today may soar high in favor in 
the near future. You know that our 
grandfathers—not to mention their sisters 
and their cousins and their aunts—could 
have bought the autograph letters of such 
historical figures as Lincoln, Grant, Lee, 
and Jeft Davis for a few dollars during the 
years that immediately followed the Civil 
War. And it was not until twenty years 
later that collectors began to gather to- 
gether everything that they could find con- 
cerning Lincoln, for it was not until then 
that he became a figure permanently great 
in the thought of the people. His merest 
pen scratch took on a definite value, which 
has increased steadily since then. . . . The 
demand for things American is not a passing 
fancy. It will increase in the same way 
that a stone gathers moss. The prices now 
paid for early American furniture, pottery, 
glass, pictures are but an indication of a 
movement yet in its infancy. Even col- 
lectors in England, such as that eminent 
enthusiast, Sir R. Leicester Harmsworth, 
Bart., are gathering objects of interest re- 
lating to this country. It is only meet and 
proper that Americans themselves should 
tenderly cherish the primal, honest, unpre- 
tentious things to which the country owes 
its greatness.”
